FOREICN TELECRAPH.

The Dynamite Discoveries in Eng- 
land and Ireland. 

Lonpon, April 5. 
The rubber bags found in Norman’s 
quarters contained nitro-glycerine in 


Rossa. Henry Dalton is a man of 
short statue, and is pockmarked. He 
was an occasional caller at Bowles’ 
American reading-room, No. 14 Strand, 
This arrest was effected owing to in- 
formation derived from papers found 
on the other prisoners. 
It is believed by the authorities that 
Dalton is an emissary of the dynamite 
faction in America. The man arrested 
with Dalton at Lambeth gave his name 
as Gallagher. Papers found on him 
prove bis connection with Whitehead. 
The Woolwich authorities pronounce 
the compound found at Lambeth to 
be nitro-glycerine, and identical with 
that found in Norman’s quarters. 
Gallagher's portmanteau was packed 
with explosives. 
Whitehead paid £27 for one con- 
signment of glycerine. Gallagher de- 
clares himself an American citizen. 
When arrested nearly £900 in Eng- 
lish and American notes were found 
on him. He is 30 years old. The ex- 
plosives at Lambeth were taken to the 
Plumstead marshes, after being tested 
at Woolwich. The nitro-glycerine in 
Norman’s box was evidently made by 
persons who had had little experience 
in the manufacture of such a danger- 
our compound, and was therefore 
peculiarly liable to explode. 
There was renewed excitement in 
Government circles in the afternoon 
because of a report which comes from 
Newry, Ireland, where are situated 
large Government infantry barracks, 
that the sentinel standing guard over 
the pewder magazine last night chal- 
lenged a man who was discovered 
scaling the wall. The sentry fired a 
shot and gave the alarm. The search 
for the intruder was fruitless, but the 
guard was doubled and orders were 
issued to take every precaution to pre- 
vent surprise. 
Sir W. A. Harcourt, Home Secre- 
tary, confirms what had up to this 
time been mere rumor—that Norman 
had been arrested. He added that 150 
pounds of highly-explosive material 
had been found in Norman’s quarters, 
stored in skillfully-devised rubber 
bags. Healso confirmed the discov- 
ery of a dynamite manufactury in 
Birmingham, and gave particulars 
of the affair substantially as related 
in these dispatches. He said fur- 
ther that a considerrble quan- 
tity of the same kind of explosive had 
been discovered in the rooms occupied 
by the Lambeth prisoners, and that a 
part of the money on one of these men 
was in American bank notes. That 
there was a connection between the 
arrests in Birmingham and London is 
shown by the incidents just come to 
light. The Home Secretary sent a dis- 
patch to Birmingham during the after- 
noon, asking the authorities to re- 
mand Whitehead for a week. The 
same action will be taken here in the 
case of Norman. 

Lonvon, April 6. 
The house in Nelson Square at 
Lambeth, where Wilson and Galla- 
her, the dynamite fiends, wers ar- 
rested, has been placed under police 
surveillance, All persons entering 
are carefully scrutinized and notes 
taken of their personal appearance. 
The police hope thatin this way they 
may secure evidence on which to base 
further arrests, as they are convinced 
that numerous accomplices of the men 
already in custody are at large. 
One evidence of this fact, just made 
public, is that large sums of meney at 
regular intervals have been deposited 
in the Bank of England to the credit 
of the men held in custody in Dublin 
jails for the Pheonix murders and 
other murders. The authorities have 
made vigorous search for the source 
of these deposits, but are not yet able 
te diseover it.
